Ob.i ective 

To establish training facilities in the United States for Redbird 
intelligence agents (singletons and groups) (a) as a supplement to existing 
facilities abroad, (b) as a reserve in the event that overseas training programs 
become unfeasible for security or other reasons, and (c) nucleus of the large- 
scale training facilities required in the event of war. 

Tasks 

1. To develop adequate facilities to train up to five groups of 
10 agents each (Great Russian, Ukrainian, Lithuanian, Latvian, Estonian, 

Byelorussian and Armenian Georgian) and 5 singleton agents each quarter beginning 
1 July 1951. 

2. To recruit on a contract basis group leaders, instructors, and housekeeping 
personnel from the above-mentioned nationality groups now in the U.S. or abroad. 

3. To develop a recruiting and assessment unit for the selection of 
suitable agent personnel. 



4. To develop agent training material in the languages of the nationality

Requirements 



a. Location: Secure guarded area of not less than 500 acres of 
wooded land on a military Base within 1-3 hours driving time from Washington. 

b. Buildings: Five widely separated buildings for the nationality 
groups. One barracks building for administration center of the base. One or two 
barracks building for the instruction center suitable for small lecture hall, 
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library, recreation room and gymnasium. (Buildings not in active use would be 
returned temporarily to post on three months schedule.) 

c. Logistic support required from the military post. Motor pool 
service, army ration, clothing, PX supplies, equipment on a reimbursable - basis . 

Military guard personnel if required for security. 

d. BOQ facilities for visiting instructors, reimbursable training 

facilities . 

2. Specialized Training Facilities 

a. Facilities for jara chute training at an Air Force Base readily 
accessible by air transportation from Washington, including possibility of training 
for jumps in mountainous areas. 

b. Five rented safe houses for singleton instruction in town 
located within half hour drive of the Basic Training Area, these to be changed as 
often as security requires. 

3. Personnel 

a. CIA staff personnel (see attachment A.) 

b. CIA contract personnel (see attachment B.) 

c. Military personnel on detached service (see attachment CL) 

4. Equipment (see attachment D.) 

5. Budget (see attachment E.) 

Cover 

1. Cover for the Basic Training Area will be provided by the Military 
Post. All personnel including instructors and agents will wear military clothing 
while at the Base. The presence of foreign personnel will be accounted for as a 
specialized program of training for Military Intelligence. All official correspondence 
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within the military establishment will bear a code name for the project and will 
afford no indication of CIA interest. 

2. Cover for the specialized training facilities 

a) parachute training for special support elements of the Airborne 



services 



b) covert agent training cover as normally used by 0S0. 



Security 

a. Basic responsibility for security lie with the Security Officer 
of the Training Project. 

b. Physical security be provided by the military post guard system 
for the general area and by the staff and contract personnel for individual houses 
in the immediate Basic Training Area. 

c. Trainees will not be allowed to circulate outside the Basic 
Training Area except under the escort of US personnel. 

Cbordlnation 

a. General coordination with TRD on all aspects of the program. 

Joint establishment of training curricula, materials and equipment in the general 
field of tradecraft (see attachment B\) 

b. Coordination with Commo on all aspects of communications instruction. 
Commo will coordinate with Army on W/t with action. 

c. Coordination with I&SS on all aspects of security. Special 
coordination with Alien Affairs Officer on bringing agents into and out of the 

United States, and on fulfilling requirements of the Department of Justice, FBI 
and Immigration and Naturalization Service. 

d. Coordination with OAD on problems of special equipment 

e. Coordination with OPC on selection of possible recruits for 
OPC missions and on political control of the nationality groups.
